since 1928, the council said: 

“In the pre-depression peak year of 1929, 361,41 2.- 
000 pairs of shoes were produced. In 1935, 383,761,000 
pairs were produced, an increase of 22,349;000 pairs. On 
the other hand, the number of jobs in the industry had 
dropped from 205,600 in 1929 to about 197,600 in 1935. 
In other words, it took 8,000 fewer workers to+produce 
22,000,000 more pairs of shoes. 

“More than that, during this period all workers 
engaged in the production of shoes worked on the average 
8.8 fewer hours per week. This curtailment in both hours 
and employment resulted in a 23.2 reduction in total man- 
hours required for production between 1929 and 1935. 

“The poductivity of each worker in hour during 
this time was increased by 38 per cent.”’ 

Taking a long period for comparison, 
council pointed out that the “volume of production of 
shoes was 18 per cent greater in 1935 than in 1926,” 
adding: 

“In fact, the record production of last year exceeded 
even the previous all-time high of 1929 by 6 per cent. At 
the same time, in 1935, it took 22.7 per cent less man 
hours of work than in 1926 to produce 18 per cent more 
shoes. Most marked of all was increase in the output per 
man per hour. In the ten-year period the man-hour pro 
ductivity increased by 52.5 per cent.” 

With these accurate figures regarding the continuous 
increase of output per hour by workers in the shoe in- 
dustry and the certainty that this increase is typical of in- 
creases in other industries, employers’ representatives at 
the international labor conference and at other con. 
ferences which consider reduction of the length of the 
work week should cease bringing up the palpably inac- 
curate statement that shorter hours inevitably mean less 
of the life for distribution the

Senate Urgedto 


Act Speedily On 
Child Labor Bill 


<xploitation of ‘Kiddies’ De- 
nounced as National Wrong 
In Committee Report 


Denouncing child labor as a “na- 
tional wrong,” the senate interstate 
commerce committee this week | 
urged speedy enactment of the 
Wheeler-Johnson bill, which would 
outlaw the employment of children 


under the age of 16 in American 
industry. 
The bill, which is sponsored by 


Senators Edwin C. Johnson (Dem., 


Colo.) and Burton K. Wheeler! 
(Dem., Mont.), is now on the sen- 
ate calendar 


The committee, in a unanimous 
report, described the measure as a 
step toward ending the exploita- 
tion of children, adding: 

“Legislative steps should be and 
must be taken to alleviate in some 
measure at least this curse of the 
age. The necessity for curbing the 
employment of children grows each 
day. 

States Backward 

“Important states lack any form 
of protection to children, and the 
employment of immature persons 
transcends the boundries of states. 
Congress should act. 

“The need for child labor legis- 
lation increases proportionally with 
increased industrial activity. The 
gainful employment of children is | 
not only inhumane, but uneco- 
nomic. 

“When and mature 
adults employment and are 
deprived of work because the labor 
of children nets greater profits, 
action must be taken.” 

The report made it clear that the 
purpose of the bill is to supplement 
the child labor amendment to the 
constitution and is not to be con- 
strued as a substitute for that pro- 
posal, which been ratified by 
25 states. : 

Hits Propaganda 

“Adoption of the child 
amendment,” the committee 
“has been needlessly slow because 
of the well-organized propaganda 
disseminated by mighty corpora- 
tions. During the mechanics of 
adoption the amendment, con- 
gress can act within certain limits 
and it is its duty so to do. 

“Goods, articles and commodities, 
unidentified but produced by the 
suffering of children, must not pol- 
lute the stream of interstate com- 
merce.”

Plumbers’ Unions Join 
Higher Pay Battalions 


Fatter Pay Envelopes, Result of 
Agreements of Plumbers and 
Steam Fitters 
An agreement providing sub- 
stantial wage increases has been 
negotiated by Plumbers and Steam 
Fitters, Local Union No. 136 of 
Evansville, Indiana, with the mas- 
ter plumbers and steam fitters of 
that city. The contract calls for 
a scale of $1.25 an hour for an 
eight-hour day and five-day week, 
with time and one-half for over- 
time. There is also a section de-

fining apprentices, setting forth

An agreement with contractors 
under which wages will be boosted 
from $1.25 to $1.387% an hour is 
reported by Plumbers’ Local Union 
17, of Memphis, Tennessee. 
Back in 1931 the union rate for 
plumbers was $1.50, but the union 
accepted a cut of 25 cents an hour 
because of the depression. The

Plumbers’ Union No. 78 of Los 
Angeles, California, has nego- 
tiated a new contract with plumb- 
ing contractors which fixes a wage 
rate of $9 per day. 

Plumbers’ Local Union No. 631, 
Jackson, Mich., secured a new 
through collective bar- 
gaining, in which a substantial in- 
crease in wages was won for these 
workers. ‘The contract went into 
effect May 15. 

A wage rate of $10 per day has 
been won by Plumbers’ Local Un- 
ion No. 545, of Santa Monica, Calif. 
from plumbing contractors in that 
city. The higher pay scale fol- 
lowed an organization campaign 
started by the plumbers’ union the 
first of the year, which has great- 
ly increased its strength and con- 
sequent bargaining power.

The threat was made by Row- 
land Watson, Pacific coast repre- 


entative of William Green, who 


“purged” the Alameda county Cen- 
tral Labor Council on orders from 
the A. F. of L. president. 

‘If the labor council persists in 
refusing to seat delegates there is 
no alternative but to reorganize 
the council,” Watson toid cannery 
vorkers’ officials. He said he had 
wired a protest to Green over re- 
fusal of the council to seat the 
unions’ six delegates and delegates 
from the typographical and team- 
sters’ unions. 

“That protest,” Watson said, ‘“un- 
doubtedly will bring instructions 
from Green to the council to seat 
the delegates. If the order is not 
obeyed the council will be reor- 
ranized.” 

The council turned down the 
cannery workers’ delegates Mon- 
day night and voted to ask the na- 
tional labor relations board to in- 
vestigate the union set-up. 

Have 1100 Members 

The union with more than 1100 
nembers was chartered here sev- 
eral weeks ago by the state federa- 
tion of labor, the charter being 
granted by State Vice-president Joe 
McManus, representing Edward 
Vandeleur, secretary of the state

President of American Federation 
of Labor in Cablegram to Hitler 
Asks Revocation of Sentences 
Imposed on Labor Men by Ger- 
man Dictators

A strong protest against 
death sentences imposed by 
man courts on Adolfe Rembte 
Robert Stamm, former labor lead- 
ers, and the life sentence of Max 
Maddalena was cabled to Chancel- 
lor Adolf Hitler by William Green, 
president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. - 

“On behalf of workers of United 
States I protest against death sen- 
fences imposed on Adolph Rembte 


and Robert Stamm and life sen- 
tence of Max Maddalena,” Mr. 
Green said in a message made 


public at Washington. 


“Workers of all countries feel 
that opportunity for free labor 
movement in any one country is 
concern of all. In addition to af- 
fection and fraternal ties that we 
feel for the free organized labor 
movement of Germany we realize 
that the cause of democracy re- 
quires that no nation or group 
within a nation can safely seek ad- 


vantage freedom of 
others. 

“We urge that the well-being of 
Germany requires a labor move- 
ment free to function in the inter- 
ests of German wage earners and 
that Germany will gain interna- 
tional will by mitigating the 
sentences of those union represen- 
tatives. On behalf of workers of 
United States and in the name of

tences.”

EMPLOYMENT INCREASE 


Agreement for Increased Wages FOR CALIFORNIA STATE 


Two Million Dollars Added Annually to Pay Envelopes of 


Union Members; Paid Vacations Provide Jobs 


For Five Thousand More Workers 


Chicago’s 14,000 organized street 
car men have just concluded nego- 
tiations with the Chicago Surface 
Lines as a result of which they 
have obtained the highest rate of 
wages ever paid on this property 
and a week's vacation with pay. 

The Chicago Surface Lines em- 
ployes 
of the amalgamated association of 
street, electric railway and motor 
coach employes, affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 

Eight-Wour Day Established 

The agreement committee of Di- 
vision 241 obtained an_ offer 
through negotiation of 80 cents an 
hour for motormen and conductors 
on two-man cars and 88 cents an 
hour for one-man car and bus 
operators, as well as increases of 3 
cents per hour for all other mem- 
bers of the organization. 

The eight-hour day has been re- 
established with time and a_ half 
for all work beyond eight hours. 

Another new feature of the 
agreement is the week’s 
with pay, beginning July 1, for all 
employes in service one year or 
more. It is estimated that the in- 
crease in wages will add some $2,- 
year to the incomes of 
the street car men.

The June, 1937 issue of the Cali- 
fornia Labor Market Bulletin, re- 
leased today by Edward L. Nolan, 
, shows in- 
creases in employment and pay- 
rolls in California manufacturing 
establishments. The figures releas- 
ed through this bulletin are for 
1,660 representative industrial 
plants in the state. In May, 1936 
number of employees on the 
payrolls of these representative 
factories was 153,977 as compared 
with 175,954 employees in May, 
1937, an increase of 21,977 or 14.3 
per cent. The total amount of pay- 
rolls for these establishments was 


$4,065,723 for the week ending 
the 15th of May, 1936, and was 


$5,031,116 for the week ending the 
15th of May, 1937. This represents 
in increase of 23.7 per cent be- 
tween the weekly pay periods com- 
pared. During the same period the 
average per capita weekly earnings 
of wage-earners in the representa- 


tive establishments covered were 
$26.40 in May, 1936, and were 
$28.59 in May, 1937, an increase of
